provisions of which the deportation 
of labor leaders in the west was pos- 
fible. The convention defined the 
bil as designed for the express pur- | 
pose of crippling the labor move- 
ment of the country. 
Tariff Outside Politics 

Express:ng the opinion that it was 
impossible for the werodical increase | 
in wages to keep pace with the con- | 
stant increase in the cost of living, 
the convention passed a resolution 
calling upon the dominion and pro- 
vincial governments for legislation to 
relieve such conditions. The mem- 
bers of the convention further pledg- 
ed themselves not to support any men 
or parties who will not undertake to | 
use all ther influence for the passing ' 
of such legislation, A resolution call- 
ing for the establishment of a per- 
manent scientific commission to re- 
moye the tariff from the field of party 
politics, ‘that labor may not be made} 
to suffer from political juggiery,’’ was 
turned down. This resolution was 
sent to the committee on resolutions 
by the operative potters’ unton of St.

There has been no extension of the

ifesto was issued from the transport 
federation tonight, which foreshadows 
the probable decision to call a strike 
tomorrow, on the ground that the 
government action is an attack on the 
principles of trades unionism, which 
It {s imperative the workers should 
pretect. There is evidence of unrest 
and irritation among the electrical 
workers at the success of the ama- 
teurs and volunteers working in the 
large power stations ir London where- 
by part of the und: jround electric 
railways was enabled io start opera- 
tion, and there is sume apprehension 
that the electrical workers may be 
called out. 

‘Transport Men's Statement. 

After a joint meeting of the execu- 
tive of the national union of railway- 
men and transport workers, the latter 
organization issued an official state- 
ment to the effect that the reports 
from the thirty-six unions comfrised 
in the federation, show that at least 
100,000 members of the federation are 
already affected by the railroad strike, 
and that therefore the position is ra- 
pidly becoming untenable. The execu- 
tive realizes, the statement adds, the 
irnpossibility of restraining the mem-

WINNIPEG, Sept. 
Sir Arthur Currie received heady 


cheering before and sfter hie address 
before the Canadian Club today. His 
speeech dealt cheifiy with the clos- 
ine months of the war. Questions 
that have become the subject of pub- 
llc controversy, such as the absence 
of tanks in the war's final operations, 
and the charge that the Canad‘ans | 
had made an attack on Mons on the | 
morning of Armistice day. were dealt 
with by the speaker. The absence of 
tanks in the closing battles was due 
to the fact that there were no tauks. 
They had become casualties. As to 
Mons, the Canadian troops had enter- | 
ed it at three o'clock in the morning | 
on November 11, two hours before 
the armietice was signed.

General Currie ‘went on to sail 
that he considered the winning of 
the battle at Cambrai the greatest 
feat of the Canadian corps, The total 
Canedian casualties during the final 
threee months of the war were 46,000, 
When one considered that the Can- 
ad'ans were responsible for the defeat 
of one-quarter of the Germany army, 
and when it waa figured what ii cos 
to defeat the other three-quarters, it 
could easily bo seen that the Canad'‘an 
casualties were not disproportionate- 


lly high. 


It had been gala that the Can- 


‘adians had been sent into battle at 


Mons on armistice day morning. The 
fact wao that ‘t had been planned 
practically to penetrate Mons after 
dark on the evening of November 10. 
At three o'clock !n the morning the 
Canadians entered Mons, The arm- 
igtice was not till five o'clock 
in the morning and, until It was signed 
nobody knew it was going to be sign- 
ed. By the terms of the armiatice. ail 
hostilities were to cease at 11 o'clock. 
They d'd cease, No assault was ever 
ordered, verbally or otherwise, by the 
Canad'ans on ond on 

morning and noye ever took place.

BUFFALO, N.Y., Sept. 30.—With 


the extreme views of both sides voted 
down, the joint conference of miners 
and operators of*the central competi- 
tive field tomorrow will begin again 
at zero to negotiate a new schedulo 


jand new working conditions, Follow- 


ing the rejection by the operators of 
the miners’ original demands for a 
sixty per cent. increase in wages, and 
a thirty hour week, the joint confer- 
ence today voted down the operators’

the minimum sugar quotation from 
the wholesalers was $11.02 in July and 
the maximum was $13.25 qn Sept. 
20th, this being an exceptionally high 
priced lot reshipped to an Edmonton 
wholesale firm from Winnipeg. The 
maximum price laid down to retailers 
by ordinary freight shipment is from 
$12.90 to $13 at the present time. 

Some Suear In Warchouse 
A charge against an unnamed 
wholesale house of holding between 
three and four tons of sugar through- 
cut the shortage, was voiced by one of 
the citizens of the inquiry, who claim- 
ed to have the information from a 
wholesale employee. Later in the in- 
quiry Leonard L. Stevens, grocery 
manager for James Ramsey, Ltd., re- 
ferred to this case and explained that 
to his knowledge 37 bags of sugar 
were at the moment in the McCosham 
company's storage building, this be- 
ing a consignment originally billed to 
a country merchant, but cancelled by 
the B.C. Sugar Refinery, who were 
e#till holding up the stock for some 
reason, refusing to turn it over to local 
retailers.

city, to be paid for on valuation. The 
probable value is about some $6,000. 

Then there is the $25,000 bond 
which had to be put up by the com- 
pany at the time the agreement was 
signed, as a guarantee for the com- 
pletion of its contract. 

The company is claiming for the 
payment of the power bill, also the 
money for the supplies and in addi- 
tion it Is asking for the return of the 
$25,000 deposit on the ground that 
circumstances over which the com- 
pany had no control prevented the 
completion of the contract. 

But to go back again to the agree- 
ment, the company has to leave the 
machinery at the powcr house fn a 
condition as good as when taken over. 
There is no knowledge that such is the 
case and therefore !t is deemed faad- 
visable that the city should pay the 
company anything unti! a correct esti-

London, Sept. 30.—Great Britain is 
making headway doaling with the na- 
Ittonal strike of her railwaymen, the 
government reported today. The of- 
ficial communication from Downing 
street at noon announced that the 
Tailway service was improving, more 
trains having been run than called for 
under the echedule prepared by the 
companies yesterday. ie in line 
with forecasts that betterment of the 
conditions in this respect might be 
expected today. Attempts to derail 
trains, which occurred yesterday for 
the first time emce the beginning of 
the strike, were referred to by the 
Downing street statement as “some 
minor acts of sabotage.” These, kK 
was explained, had caused no loss of 
life and the necessary steps had been 
taken to deal with this phase of the 
situation, 

Meanwhile the distribution of food 
{s proceeding satisfactorily, the au- 
thorities announced, this being due 
largely “to the admirable spirit and 
efficiency {n the work of volunteers.” 

| The offers of voluntary service, it is 
declared, are “overwhelming.” 

No statement on behalf of the men 
wus forthcoming during the morning, 
but the latest expressions from their 
leaders were not lacking in deter- 
mination to carry the struggle 
through, 

James Henry Thomas, secretary of 
the Netional Union of Railwaymen, 
indeed, in announcement at an open 
air meeting during the forenoon, indi- 
| cated that the calling in of help from 
other labor bodies was contemplated. 
He declared that the railwaymen 
would not continue to refuse offers of 
sympathetic strikes from cther unions, 
This was considered most significant 
in view of the meeting of the Trans- 
port Workers and Vehicle Drivers 
Foderation called for today to decide 
upon their attitude. 

The government announced this 
morning that llvestock that had been 
abandoned in transit by the etrikers, 
and horses belonging to the railroad 
companies that had been left without 
attendance, were being cared for by

Liberal Unionists Are Holdi

Ottawa, Sept. 30.—Acting under 
medical advice, Sir Robert Borden is 
to leave Ottawa this week for 4@ rest 
of probably a month or so. Alarmist 
stories that his condition is serious 
are digcounted, but the strain of the 
last four years has been so great that 
Sir Robert has become thoroughly run 
down and a thorowgh rest will be 
needed to enable him to reouperate 
from the attack of grippe. 
| On Saturday ‘ast Sir Robert attend- 
ed a special meéting of the cabinet 
Galled to cousider the platform of the 
Unionist party. At his house daily, 
Sir Robert has been meeting his col- 
leagues and discussing with them 
questions of policy. Owing to the con- 
dition of his health, however Sir Ro- 
bert has been unable to attend to the 
more routine work of his office. 

Liberal Unionist supporters of tho 
gowernment were in caucus at the 
East Block this morming to determine 
their attitude in rega-1 to the forma- 
tion of @ permanent Umonist party. 
The, meéeiing was held in the former 
office of the president of the privy 
council, It ig now occupied by the 
parliamentary under-secretary for ex- 
ternal affairs.

KING’S DISCHARGE 
FOR ALL SOLDIERS 
MEDICALLY UNFIT 


Issued to Those Who Served in 
Theatre of War and Are . 
Disabled 


OTTAWA, Sept. 29.—The king’s 
certificate of discharge will be issued 
through the militia department to all 
discharged soldiers who, aftss serving 
In a theatre of war, are as a result of 
disablement in military service, dis- 
charged as medically unfit. It is also 
being issued to those who, while not 
serving in a theatre of war, were dis- 
charged as a result of disability caus- 
ed by air raids, naval bombardments, 
etc. The certificate is a handsomely 
engraved document about 17 inches by 
22, and will be distributed without be- 
ing folded. Applications for them 
may be made on cards which are now 
available at the principal post offices. 

His majesty has approved of the 
issue of a king’s certificate to officers 
Invalided from the army, conditions 
being identical with those attached 
to the king’s certificate of discharge 
Cor other ranks.

;merchants had some in stock. 

Hudson's Bay Co, Evidence, 

Clear cut evidence was furnished 
by W. E. Stroud, grocery manager for 
the Hudson's Bay Co. He had hand- 
led only 50,000 pounds of sugar dur- 
ing July, August and September, and 
}this was all rationed off without re- 
{striction other than the limited sup- 


Ply imposed. There was no surplus | 
stock when ihe shortage began and 
since that time sugar had been ob- 


tained wherever it could. The whole- 
sale price was $12.70 on Sept. 23. His | 
firm got some of the $13.35 shipment 
on Sept. 20th He paid no particular 
attention to the orders of the board 
of commerce because he thought some 
official notification should have been 
given other than reports of the press. 
The price charged consumers was ex- 
‘actly on the same basis at present as 
jin normal times, this being from 9 to 
10 per cemt. gross profit. This barely 
cleared the costs under normal cord@i- 
tions. No restrictions of any kind had 
ever been imposed on them by the 
local wholesalers. 
Evidence From Ramscy's, 

The grocery manager for James} 
Ramsey, Ltd.,, Leonard L. Stevens, | 
gave valuable evidegce to the board. 
| The wholesale prices on sugar to re- 
tailers ranged from 11.02 on July 14th 
to 13.25 on Sept. 19, he explaining how 
} the maximum was reached in the one 
instance. His firm retailed at from 
12.50 earlier in the shortage to 14c at 
the present time. The new order of 
the board fixing the eross profit at 1c 
a pound would reduce the margin to 
between 7 per cent. and 8 per cent., 
which would mean a considerable loss. 
There was actual loss in a margin of 
10 per cent. in normal times. He un- 
derstood that the wholesale profit was 
not more than 6 per cent. But no re- 
strictions had been imposed by the 
wholesalers and there had been no 
hoarding. The 37 bags of sugar in the 
McCosham were the property of the 
B.C. refinery and local efforts to pur- 
chase it had failed. Only wholesalers 
could get on the refinery lists, the only 
exception being that of the refinery at 
Wallaceburg, Ont., which took orders 
from retailers. In answer to Mr. Ross 
} the witness did not think that local 
packers had obtained an undue supply 
of sugar as they would not be able to 
obtain it from refineries. The same ap- 
plied to mineral water concerns. He 
explained that his firm for three or 
four days had sold sugar on condition 
that fruit be purchased, this being 
based on information said to have 
| been recelved from the board of com- 
|} merce to the wholesalers that a cer- 
| tain shipment of sugar was to be util- 
ized for the purpose putting up fruit. 
| Mr. Stevens told of the problem which 
Edmon.on distributors have in supply- 
ing practically all the province north 
of Red Deer. Car lot shipments had 
been received in small towns, but on 
| orders of last spring and in some cases 
; these cars contained a considerable 
| portion of syrup, although presumed | 
to contain a full consignment of sugar. 
| Geo, E. Brown and Mr. McClure, two 
{local merchants, testified that the 
| maximum price from wholesalers had 
| been $13.25, and the minimum $11.02 
| back in July. Each was charging 15c a 
pound. 
| Says Order too Indefinite. 

“The order of the board of com- 
merce Is too Indefinite,” declared Mr. 
McClure. “We shouldn't have to rely 
fon government regulations by press 
dispatches only.” He spoke of the diffi- 
culties of the local merchants In at- 
tempting to meet the public demand 
| for sugar, and was confident that the 
wholesalers had done all in their 
power to grapple with the situation. 
No restrictions had ever been imposed 
}upon him by wholesalers. When they 
had any sugar he got a share of it 
| without strings attached, and he pass- 
ed it along to any purchaser that was 
on the list, irrespective. of whether 
they were regular customers or not. 


Afternoon Session. 


The first witness at the afternoon 
session of the inquiry was W. J. 
Young, a local retailer who substan- 
tiated the evidence produced by other 
merchants during the forenoon Af 
ter giving figures as to the price of 
sugar laid down in his store by the 
wholesalers, these being practically 
j identical with the statements of other 
| Witnesses, Mr. Young estimated that 
j by selling at fifleen cents a pound in 
ration lots the gross profit was ap- 
proximately one and three-quarters 
cents a pound. He said he had not 
| been able to obtain any white sugar 
for hia customers since Sept. 26th. The 
wholesalers had never imposed any 
restrictions on the sugar they were 
able to let him have, 

Knows of No Caches.

WITH AOOOCIAT 'N 


Police Commission Considers Pro. | 
posal Offered by Police 
Force 


| 


At the present time a majority of 
the members of the city police commis 
sion is opposed to entering into any) 
agreement with the Police Association. | 
| Yet it does not appear that this atti- | 
tude is likely to lead to any strained | 
relations between the commission and | 
the police association, but that mate | 
ters regarding conditions of service 
will be satisfactorily adjusted. | 

There was a long sitting of the 
police comuinission on Tuesday +morn- 
ing, when tne matter of the agreement 
was thoroughly discussed from all 
points of view and finally, a delega- 
tion from the association was called in | 
and informed by Judge Taylor thal, 
as before said, the commission was 
against entering into an agreement on 
the grounds that they could not legally 
become a party to any agreemcnt with | 
the association that would be binding. 

New Rules and Regulations, 

However, the rules and regvlations 
which now governed the contro] of the 
force were now out of date, and new 
ones would be at once prepared. Be- 
fore being adopted copies would be 
submitted to the association and they 
would have the opportunity of asking 
for anything which they would Iike to; 
be incorporated, So far as workiig 
vonditions, hours find wages, Judge 
Taylor said that ’ Sas practically 
sure that all the as-ociation asked for 
in thelr submitted agreement could 
be introduced into the new rules and 
regulations. If it were possibie for the 
commisston to sign an agreement they 
would be willing to do so. 

Asked tf there were any points in 
the agreement submitted to which any 
exception had been taken, Judge Tay- 
lor said that they did not consider that 
inspectors should be members of the 
association, Also there was the ques- 
tion of detectives’ hours, as they did} 
not think there could be hard and fast 
rules for detectives, so far as hours 
were concerned. And they did not con- 
sider that the association should be 
affiliated with the Trades and Labor 
Council, 

In answer to this last point it was re- 
marked by one delegate that when 
strike was on, it was larrely 
the influence of the two police dele- 
gates to the Labor Council which 
counter-balanced the extreme element 
on the strike commitine, 

“Yes,"' said Magistrate Primrose, | 
“but that was die to the character of} 
the men who were the delegates. Sup- 
posing the police delegates had been 
hot-heads, what about at then?”
